The total amounts which shall be available after September 30, 2003, to the Secretary of 
Transportation out of the Airport and Airway Trust Fund established under section 9502 of the Internal 
Revenue Code of 1986 ( 26 U.S.C. 9502) to make grants for airport planning and airport development 
under section 47104 of this title, airport noise compatibility planning under section 47505(a)(2) of this 
title, and carrying out noise compatibility programs under section 47504(c) of this title shall be- 

(1) $.3,400,000,000 for fiscal year 2004; 

(2) $3,500,000,000 for fiscal year 2005; 

(3) $3,600,000,000 for fiscal year 2006; and 

(4) $3,700,000,000 for fiscal year 2007.

Airport and Airway Trust Fund Guarantee 

The total budget resources made available from the Airport and Airway Trust Fund each year through 
fiscal year 2003 pursuant to this section, shall be equal to the level of receipts plus interest credited to 
the Airport and Airway Trust Fund for that fiscal year, and such amounts used only for certain aviation 
investment programs, see Pub.L 106-181, Title L 6 106(a) to (c) f Apr. 5, 2000, 114 Stat. 72, set out 
as a note under section 48101 of this title. 

Notice of Grants

a grant to be made with funds made available under section 48103 of title 49, United States Code, the 
Secretary shall provide, on the same date, such notice to the Committee on Transportation and 
Infrastructure of the House of Representatives and the Committee on Commerce, Science, and 
Transportation of the Senate."
